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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

This amendment is submitted in full response to the 
outstanding Office Action dated September 16, 2005. In that office 
action claims 1-7 and 9-20 stand rejected by the Examiner, however, 
the Examiner has indicated that claim 8 contains allowable subject 
matter . 

Accordingly, without addressing the substantive issues of the 
Examiner's rejections and in order to facilitate the expedited 
prosecution of this application, Applicant has amended claim 1 to 
include the subject matter of original allowable claim 8, and has 
also added new independent claim 21 which incorporates the subject 
matter of claim 8 as well as all intervening claims. The Applicant 
has also cancelled the remaining independent claims, as well as the 
claims that depend therefrom. 

As a result, based on the above amendments and remarks, 
reconsideration of this application is hereby requested. It is 
believed that this application is now in condition for allowance 
and such action is respectfully requested.
